Banbury’s 
£14m flood 
scheme 
'did exactly 
what it said 
on the tin' 


BANBURY was saved from major flooding 
thanks to a £14m man-made bund, 
according to a councillor. 

The bund officially opened in 2011 but in the 
past few weeks has been put to the test after 
record-breaking rainfall. 

The flood-alleviation scheme effectively took 
Banbury town centre out of a flood risk zone 
after it experienced severe flooding twice in less 
than ten years. 

And in the recent stormy wet weather 
Banbury town centre remained above the water 
line thanks to a £14m man-made bund on land 
between the M40 and Daventry Road. 

Town, district and county councillor Kieron 
Mallon said it was money well spent. 

He said: "I think the whole of Banbury has 
been saved the heartache that other parts of the 
country have felt. 

"Banbury has definitely been saved by the 
bund and flood-alleviation scheme. 

"Cherwell District Council put in £2m and 
that triggered, and brought in, more funding 
from the Environment Agency, businesses and 
others. 

"In my view, this was a good use of local pub¬ 
lic money to bring in national public money. 

"With the amount of water we have had over 
last fortnight, we would have previously expect¬ 
ed central Banbury - The Mill, Spiceball and 
railway stations and Bridge Street - to be under 
water, and the town's businesses to be affected 
by it. 

"This scheme did exactly what it said on the 
tin. It has alleviated Banbury from major flood¬ 
ing. 

"It will never stop the occasional major flood. 
But in this instance, it has saved the townspeo-

pie of Banbury and businesses a lot in incon¬ 
venience." 

Funding for the bund came from Cherwell 
District Council, the Environment Agency, 
Network Rail and businesses, including 
Prodrive. 

The anti-flood scheme has protected 441 
residential and 73 commercial properties, 
including Banbury Railway Station and 
Grimsbury Water Treatment Works. 

Previously, in less than a ten-year 
gap, Banbury town centre was 
severely flooded twice - 
once in 1998, and again 
in 2007, after a day of 
torrential rain across the 
county. 

During the July 2007 
floods, the River Cherwell 
and canal merged into one 
waterway and the Spiceball sports centre, 
the Mill Arts Centre, railway station and the 
bus station were swamped with up to four 
feet of water. 

While in 1998, homes in Grimsbury 
were under three foot of water. 

The bund was the second phase of flood 
alleviation work. In 2004, Moorfields 
Brook Pumping Station opened to help 
protect Grimsbury residents who had been 
flooded in 1998. 

The flood alleviation has also freed up 
flood-prone land in the town centre for 
redevelopment, including the planned 
Castle Quay extension.

32-year-old in 
child sex case 

■ A MAN who appeared at Oxford 
Crown Court pleaded guilty to sexually 
abusing a girl under 16. Steven Allport, 
of Eden Way, Bicester, admitted one 
count of sexual activity with a female 
child under 16 on August 8, 2012. The 
32-year-old also pleaded guilty to one 
count of causing or inciting a child 
under 16 to engage in sexual activity 
between March 20, 2012, and August 
9, 2012. He was released on bail and 
will be sentenced on March 28 this 
year. 

Set for demolition 

■ DEMOLITION is set to start at the 
former Bicester care home St Edburg's 
and the social services offices in Old 
Place Yard, to make way for new 
homes. Work is due to be completed 
in June. A second archaeological dig 
will then take place at the site, which 
is part of an old Priory. Cherwell 
District Council's plans for new homes 
on the site have yet to be finalised. 

Hit-and-run plea 

■ A DRIVER failed to stop after 
colliding with a car and causing 
extensive damage. Police say a van or 
a lorry collided with a dark Ford Kuga, 
driven by a 33-year-old woman, along 
the A4095 from Kirtlington towards 
Chesterton at 8.40am on Tuesday, 
February 4. The woman suffered 
injuries but did not go to hospital. Call 
police on 101. 


■ Robberies took place day after escaping from mental unit 

'Danger' criminal gets 
eight years in prison 


A "DANGEROUS" criminal who 
carried out two robberies the day 
after escaping from a mental 
health unit grinned as he was 
jailed for eight years. 

Lewis Moiloa, of Bartsia Road, 
Bicester, absconded from the Even lode 
unit at the Littlemore Mental Health 
Hospital on April 5 last year. 

The following day he carried out 
two violent robberies and an attempted 
robbery as part of a gang, punching his 
victims and taking their mobile 
phones. 

The 20-year-old was given an 
extended eight-year prison sentence as 
a judge at Oxford Crown Court 
branded him a dangerous offender 
whose crimes involved "violence for 
the sake of it". 

Naomi Perry, prosecuting, told Judge 
Mary Jane Mowat that Moiloa already 
had a long criminal record, including 
other robberies and a total of 20 
assaults. 

She said all three of his recent 
offences took place in Bicester on the 
evening of April 6, when the victims 
were approached by a group of young 
men who threatened, punched and

kicked them until they handed over 
their mobile phones. 

Judge Mowat said the defendant had 
been sent to the Even lode unit, which 
deals with adults with learning 
difficulties who have committed 
crimes, in 2011 after he admitted two 
earlier robberies. 

But Judge Mowat said while at the 
unit Moiloa assaulted staff - punching 
a nurse in the face when he was not 
allowed to go outside for a cigarette. 

Quoting his pre-sentence report she 
said he presented "a high risk of 
serious harm to the public, given the 
nature and seriousness of your 
offending". 

Judge Mowat said she took into 
account that Moiloa had had a 
"difficult start in life" coming to the 
UK from Botswana, witnessing 
domestic violence at a young age and 
struggling with undiagnosed learning 
difficulties as school. 

But she told him: "I take the view 
that you are a dangerous offender, 
sadly even at the age of 20."

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Coroner's accident ruling after woman's rare allergic reaction 


A WOMAN may have died from a 
one-in-a-hundred allergic reaction 
during a hip operation. 

Dorothy Allan, 75, underwent the 
procedure to fix her broken femur 
at Horton General Hospital, 
Banbury, on August 29. 

An inquest at Oxford Coroner’s 


Court heard how Mrs Allan, who 
lived with her husband, Ian, in 
Horton View, was given a general 
anaesthetic for the “standard” 
procedure, but never woke up. 

Pathologist Dr Lucie Winter, of 
Oxford’s John Radcliffe Hospital, 
said she found traces of a cement 


used to repair the broken bone in 
Mrs Allan’s lungs. She said: “It is 
possible this was an allergic 
reaction.” 

Dr Ahmed Abdelaal, who 
performed the hip operation, told 
the inquest that only one per cent 
of people had an allergic reaction 


to the cement, and 48 in 10,000 
died from that reaction. 

Assistant coroner Nicholas 
Graham said the medical cause of 
death had been cardiac arrest 
following cement implantation. 

He ruled Mrs Allan’s death was 
accidental. 


Plans are

■ Boost for Castle Quay 

PLANS to extend Banbury's Castle Quay shopping centre have been 
approved by councillors. 

Cherwell District Council's planning committee passed the plan 
for development around the Oxford Canal. 

It will include a supermarket, cinema, restaurants and hotel, 
though concerns were raised that it will pull trade from other parts 
of the town. 

Applicant Scottish Widows Investment Partnership said: "This is a 
significant and positive step to help rejuvenate Banbury town 
centre, which we believe will benefit other retailers, as well as 
residents in the town and surrounding villages." 

Further permission will be needed on detailed designs.

Exhibition for 
housing scheme 

■ AN exhibition explaining a housing 
plan forTwyford Road, Adderbury, will 
be staged on Thursday, February 27. 
Adderbury Parish Council will host the 
event from 2pm to 4pm and 7pm to 
9pm at the Methodist Hall, Chapel 
Lane. Organisations, including the 
GreenSquare Group housing 
association and Oxfordshire Rural 
Housing Partnership, want to build 13 
affordable and three open-market 
homes for the site.

Local Plan set to go 
before public inquiry 


A PLANNING inspector has 
been appointed to oversee a 
public inquiry into Cherwell 
District Council’s Local Plan. 

The Local Plan - a policy 
document that maps out 
where 16,750 homes across 
the district would be allowed 
to be built up to 2031 - was 
officially submitted to the 
Government on January 31. 

It had earlier been 
approved by councillors 
before undergoing final legal 
checks. 

Cherwell District Council’s 
planning chief, Michael 
Gibbard, said: “Since being 
approved by councillors in 
the autumn, all 76,000 pages 
associated with the proposed 
Local Plan have had to 
undergo final checks and 
legal scrutiny, as required by 
the Government. 

“None of this has changed 
the content of the plan, but it 
has ensured it is ready for 



formal examination.” 

The plan has allocated 
5,954 homes in Banbury, 
Bicester will see 6,894 and 
3,902 homes will be built in 
villages across the district. 

Nigel Payne will oversee 
the two-week inquiry later 
this year. 

A date for the inquiry has 
yet to be set, but the council 
said it hoped to adopt the 
plan by next winter.

■ Rural schools tell of fear of falling rolls and reduced budgets following decision 

Free buses to end for 


many school pupils 


RURAL schools claim they will 
lose hundreds of pupils and 
millions of pounds after county 
councillors voted to end free 
buses for many children. 

Last week, after a day of 
discussions, Oxfordshire County 
Council's cabinet unanimously 
voted to scrap free transport for 
schoolchildren if their parents 
choose not to send them to their 
nearest school. 

The cabinet said it would save 
£2m a year. 

Headteachers and governors 
from across the county addressed 
cabinet members in a two-hour 
discussion in which they raised 
serious concerns over the plans. 

The schools which believe they 
will be affected the most are 
Bloxham's Warriner School and 
Burford School. 

Both believe they will lose 
hundreds of pupils, and money, 
under the plans over the coming 
years. 

Burford School headteacher 
Kathy Haig said: "We will lose up

to 500 students over five years in 
the worst-case scenario and that 
would be a drop of £2.1 m from the 
school budget. It would affect our 
priorities over the next five years." 

Pupil Chloe Bridge, 12, said she 
would have to leave Burford School 
by the time she starts her GCSEs if 
the proposals were passed and 
would have to walk in the dark in 
the winter to get to Carterton 
Community College. 

"I would have to leave my friends 
at Burford and walk to Carterton 
Community College. That would be 
dangerous." 

These fears were echoed by 
Warriner School headteacher 
Annabel Kay, whose catchment is 
made up of many village primary 
schools. 

County councillor George 
Reynolds said: "If the students don't 
get in the car and go to Warriner 
because they can't get free 
transport, there could be 200 pupils 


going to different schools. The 
school could lose two or three 
villages from school rolls, which is 
really devastating." 

More than 2,500 people 
responded to the council's 
consultation, with a clear majority 
against the plans. 

But Carterton Community 
College said it was pleased with the 
proposals, saying many pupils are 
"bussed past" the school to go to 
another secondary and it had 
historically lost out. 

Headteacher Niall McWilliams 
said: "I appreciate the difficult 
decision and that it's causing lots of 
debate. We should put some of 
this negative energy into positively 
improving every single school in 
Oxfordshire. I truly believe 
education is the biggest measure of 
social justice." 

Councillor Lynda Atkins raised 
concerns about the impact of the 
proposals on RAF Benson, but was 
told by council officers the base 
would be looked at separately. 

Earlier in the day, the cross-party 


education scrutiny committee met 
and voted in favour of the plans. 

Sue Moon, the co-ordinator of 
campaign group Oxon Schools Bus 
Action Group, said it was 
disappointed by the decision but 
was taking legal advice about a 
potential judicial review. 

Leader of the council Ian 
Hudspeth warned the protest group 
about taking such action. 

He said: "Any judicial review 
will cost the taxpayer money and 
the group needs to remember a 
judicial review is about the 
consultation process and not the 
outcome."

A LITTLE girl who is 
whizzing around on her 
super new wheelchair is 
now fully insured, thanks 
to a group of women 
from Banbury's Inner 
Wheel.

The Inner Wheel group 
raised the cash by stuffing a 
member's Mini with yellow 
and blue balloons, parking it 
at Castle Quay shopping 
centre, and asking people to 
guess how many were in the 
car. 

The event came as the 
national women's club 
celebrated its 90th year. 

Chairman Maureen 
Carney said: "Members of 
Banbury Inner Wheel are 
proud to support the 
association's anniversary by 
making a donation which 
will go towards giving Lily 
the mobility she deserves 
both at home and at school." 


Mr llott, 43, of Worton 
Road, Middle Barton, said 
insurance for the chair was a 
necessity and had cost about 
£550. 

He said: "We would be 
silly not to insure a 
wheelchair that cost 
£18,000. Unfortunately we 
live in an age where you 
have to prepare for all 
eventualities." 

Mr llott said: "Lily has as 
normal a school life as you 
can expect. She whizzes 
around the playground. 

"She is in her chair pretty 
much the whole day." 

The family raised the cash 
to pay for the new chair from 
a string of fundraising events, 
private donations, 
contributions from local 
charities and a £2,700 grant 
from the health authority. 

The new chair will last 
Lily, a Middle Barton School 
pupil, at least five years.

Ministers block release

MINISTERS have blocked the 
release of a report into the 
controversial HS2 rail project, 
over-ruling a decision by the 
freedom of information 
watchdog, which said it should 
be disclosed. 

Campaigners, who are fighting the 
construction of the high-speed line, 
which would run through parts of 
North Oxfordshire, are demanding 
the publication of a review of the 
£42bn scheme drawn up in 2011 for 
the Major Projects Authority (MPA). 

But Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin said he was taking the 
"exceptional" step of vetoing the 
Information Commissioner's ruling 
that the project assessment review 
should be released, arguing that 
there was a "strong public interest 
against disclosure". 

Announcing his decision in a 
statement to MPs, Mr McLoughlin 
said: "The Major Projects Review 
was conducted to inform on the 
development of the HS2 project. The 
public interest in ensuring that 
projects of this scale, importance

and cost are properly controlled and 
overseen is very high indeed. 

"The assurance of confidentiality 
is important in the conduct of the 
review. In my view, there is nothing 
in the nature or content of this 
particular report which outweighs 
that strong public interest against 
disclosure." 

The MPA has carried out reviews 
of dozens of high-value Government 
schemes to assess the effectiveness 
with which they can be delivered. 
None of them are intended for 
publication. 

In 2013, the authority released a 
traffic-light rating for each of the 
schemes, which gave HS2 an 
"amber/red" assessment, meaning 
the project had significant issues 
which would need to be addressed 
before work could go ahead. 

A Government spokesman said: 
"This Government is proud to lead 
the world on transparency. Last year 
we published the first-ever Major 
Projects Authority report, which 


included information on all major 
projects. Hard-working people 
rightly expect the Government to 
keep tight control over how their 
taxes are spent on major projects 
and that's just what the 
Government's MPA is working with 
departments to do. 

"The Major Projects Authority will 
not be truly effective if officials fear 
that their frank advice to ministers 
could be disclosed." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: 

"I am not entirely clear what has 
been the exact status of this report, 
but I have no doubt that members of 
the bill committee will want to see 
as much as is relevant for their 
work." 

Richard Houghton of the HS2 
Action Alliance, which is opposing 
the new rail link, said: "We 
obviously have not had access to the 
MPA report into HS2 although, as 
with everything of this nature, there 
are leaks that lead us to believe the 
report is damning and could see 
heads rolling in both the Department 
for Transport and other sections of 
government."

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RoboCop returns with 
slick digital effects

■ ose Padilha's glossy remake of 
I Paul Verhoeven's 1987 sci-fi 
I blockbuster looks and sounds 
like RoboCop. 

The setting is still a dystopian, 
futuristic Detroit, home to 
conglomerate OmniCorp, which 
plans to revolutionise global law 
enforcement with its robot 
technology including hulking ED- 
209 drones. 

The central character remains a 
murdered cop called Alex Murphy 
and elements of Basil Poledouris's 
original score, including the theme 
tune, have been incorporated by 
composer Pedro Bromfman. 

So far, so familiar. 

Padilha and screenwriter Joshua 
Zetumer embellish this framework 
with timely references to the War 
On Terror plus slick digital effects. 

Back in the 1980s, lead actor 
Peter Weller lost three pounds in 
sweat each day encased in a heavy, 
cumbersome suit. 

In the absence of digital trickery, 
he was a convincing hybrid of man 
and machine. 

Statuesque Swedish-American 
hunk Joel Kinnaman, who headlines 
the revamp, also wears a suit but he 
is frequently lost amidst the 
pyrotechnics of computer-generated 
battle sequences that play like 
videogames. 

Crucially, filmmakers have 
Jettisoned the biting satire. 

Verhoeven's film was punctuated 


with TV commercials, which 
pointed both barrels at the rampant 
consumerism of 1980s America, 
and pulled the trigger. 

Here, excerpts from a TV show 
fronted by Pat Novak (Samuel L 
Jackson) bookmark the narrative but 
fail to draw blood. "Why are we so 
robo-phobic?!" bellows Novak, 
lambasting the law which prevents 
mechanised soldiers from patrolling 
the streets of 2028 America. 

Raymond Sellars (Michael 
Keaton), scheming CEO of 
OmniCorp, realises that he needs to 
pluck consumers' heartstrings to 
sway political opinion. 

"We've got to give Americans a 
product they can love," Sellars tells 
his head of legal affairs, Liz Kline 
(Jennifer Ehle), and head of 
marketing, Tom Pope (Jay Baruchel). 

The golden goose is incorruptible 
cop Alex Murphy (Kinnaman), who 
is critically injured and can be 
rebuilt with OmniCorp technology 
pioneered by Dr Dennett Norton 
(Gary Oldman). 

Alex's wife Clara (Abbie Cornish) 
signs the medical release form and 
her husband is reborn as the 
eponymous saviour. 

RoboCop struggles to hardwire us 
into the humanity beneath Murphy's 
metallic shell. 

Technological advances take us 
further away from the characters' 
emotions, even with a solid 
performance from Kinnaman. 

He gels nicely with Cornish and 
Jean Paul Ruttan, who plays 
Murphy's young son, in early 
scenes. 

Disappointingly, that relationship 
falls by the wayside in the second 
half as Dr Bennett bends to Sellars's 
Machiavellian will.

DRIVING a Nissan Leaf inspires 
plenty of emotions, but underlying 
all of them runs a little undercur¬ 
rent of fear. 

The electrically-powered five- 
seater is a comfortable, capable and 
quiet runaround, but every second 
you are at the wheel you have one 
eye firmly on the 'fuel gauge'. 

Fully charged, the first time I 
slipped into the welcomingly large 
leather seat of the top-spec model 
on a freezing evening, the high-tech 
display glowed a promise of 92 
miles of zero-emission motoring. 

But that is before you switch on 
the lights, the air conditioning to 
clear the misty screen, the heated 
rear screen, the heated driver's seat 
— and how posh is this — heated 
steering wheel. 

Slip the tiny automatic gearshift 
into drive and the driving range had 
dropped to 75 miles — before a 
wheel had turned. Small wonder 
that 'range anxiety' is a major factor 
holding back a surge in electric car 
sales. Nissan says the new Leaf looks 
similar to its predecessor because 
existing customers wanted it that 
way, with the car achieving the high¬ 
est customer satisfaction scores of 
any car it makes — as much as 93 
per cent. 

But out has gone the unpopular 
pale interior and in has come black, 

Classkcamews 


which includes leather on the top- 
spec model tested here making it 
feel like a properly luxurious car, 
with heated seats, even in the back, 
climate control and an extensive in- 
car electronic systems readout and 
satnav. The boot is now bigger and a 
suspension tune has done away with 
the soft, sometimes wobbly, per¬ 
formance of the previous model. 

Travel in the new Leaf is a thor¬ 
oughly relaxing experience, thanks 
to the quiet ride, and improved han¬ 
dling, but it is the concern about 
where you can find the next charg¬ 
ing point that is forever at the back 
of your mind. 

Efforts are being made to improve 
the charging infrastructure. 

In addition, a little-publicised 
scheme subsidised by the 
Government's Office for Low- 
Emission Vehicles, allows anyone — 
whether you own an electric car or 
not — to have a car-charging point
